Dwenger  was  constructed  in  1962  on  a  23 
acre  tract  formed  by  North  Clinton  and 
Washington  Center  Road,  and  opened  its 
doors  on  September  4,  1963  "challenging 
bur  teenagers  to  seek  eternal  ideals." 

The  impressive  blue  and  white  structure 
was  dedicated  Sept.  8, 1963  when  Most  Rev. 
Leo  Pursley  blessed  the  cornerstone  with 
the  motto  "To  Our  Youth,  Citizens  of  Two 
Worlds."
